I was aware that during the baking 

of bread the greater portion of the 

*\aleohiol was) given )offand that years 
ago some large London bakeries were 
fitted up with arrangements for saving 
this product, I also knew, as ‘IL’ did 
not, that all the alcohol does not pass 
off during the baking any more than 
does all the water, for water and alco- 
hol cannot be completely separated by 
any simple process of distillation. The 
80 to 40 per cent of water still left in 
baked bread contains enough alcohol, 
together with the ‘“‘cooked’’ not de- 
stroyed ‘yeast animals,’ to forma very 
interesting mixture from ‘*L’s’’ point 
of view. My original statement needs 
no correction: I would say that I have 
never seen any authority for ‘L's’’ 
statément tliat yeast is destroyed by 
cold. I think housekeepers will be safe 
in keeping. their yeast-cakes on ice as 
usual. 

To turn to the thing which seems to 
trouble ‘‘L”’ most, the use of the term 
*‘nonsense”’ as applied to his state- 
ments. My idea was this: The yeast 
plant is a minute sac.or globule, invis- 
ible to the naked eye, about. 1-3000 of 
an inch in diameter, and more or 
less filled with a transparent fluid. 
Apart from this it has no more struct- 
ure than a piece of jelly the same size. 
To talk about the ‘kidney excretion’’ 
of such a body is about as sensible as 
it.would be to speak about its brains or 
the size of its feet. 

My. object in referring to Mrs. Jaco- 
bi's article in the Century was to call 
attention to a ‘very clear and correct 
statement of our present knowledge of 
the Ferment and Bacteria question, 
rather than to enter into a discussion 
of the animal or vegetable nature of 
the yeast germ. The fact that our Col- 
leges and Scientific Schools have taught 
for the-last 15 or 20 years that yeast is 
a plant, seemed to me sufficient reason 
for supposing that every one interested 
in this subject would be acquainted 
with this fact. If “‘L’’? had taken the 
trouble to consult some good Botany 
dealing with the lower forms of plant 
life, or even, as shown by ‘*J’s’’ clear: 
statement in the TOowNSMAN of April 
8rd, to read intelligently the articles 
he has quoted, he never would have 
called the yeast an animal, The Botany 
would have shown him that the defi- 
nition in Webster's Dictionary that he 
quoted is only true ina general sense, 
for there is a very large and important 
group of plants, embracing the Mush- 
rooms and other Fungi, the Ferments 
and the Bacteria, which, living on the 
products, prepared by other plants, take 
in oxygen and give out carbonic acid 
gas. The Toad-stool and the Bread 
Mould would be animals according to 
his definition, for they inhale oxygen 
and exhale carbonic acid, but every 
school-boy knows they are plants. ‘‘J’’ 
has clearly stated that the terms Tor- 
ula and Mucor were never applied to 
animals. Bate 

Imagine what Pasteur, and Tyndall 
(if alive). would say, if told that in the 
articles quoted by “L’’ they meant to 
imply that yeast was an animal. They 
state on.almost every page of their ar- 
ticles that it 18 a plant. This is cer- 
tainly a peculiar way of quoting author- 
ities that ‘‘L’’ has, to leave out what 
they distinctly say, and imagine what 
they intended to say. True they use 

' the expressions ‘‘organisms”’ and ‘or- 
ganized beings,”’ but doesn’t ‘*L”” know 
that a plant has organs, and is organ- 
ized, that it exists and has being just 
as much asan animal? Let us look at 
the definition of ‘‘organism”’ in Web- 
ster’e new International Dictionary. 
“Organism:—An organized being: a 
living body either vegetable or animal, 
composed of different organs,” It 
then adds in a note: ‘‘Seme of the 
‘lower forms of life are so simple in 
structure as to be without organs, but 
are still called organisms, ‘because they 
have. analogous functions.”” In the 
light of this definition, and the fact 
that the-lower ordérs of plants inhale, 


...oxygen and exhale carbonic acid yas, 


‘Ts’ remarks about Mrs. Jacobi’s 
article make rather funny reading, In 
fact all his articles need apparently a 
thorough revision, though the better 
plan would be to erase all that he has 
written’ about alcohol and start again, 
taking the next time some subject that 
he 1s more familiar with.

Of Pasteur’s classic work on “‘Biere’’ 
I am sorry to say that I have only. the 
translation. by Faulkner & Robb, made 
and published in 1879 with the author’s 
sanction. On page 144 will be found 
these words: ‘As for the nature of 
yeast the microscope has tahght us 
what it is. That ‘marvellous instru- 
ment, although still in its “infancy, eti- 
abled Jeuwenhoeck, towards the close 
of the 17th century, to discover that 
yeast 1s composed of a mass of cells. 


In 1835 Cagniard Latour snd Schwann 
took up Leuwenhoeck’s observations, 


m f the

gas, and the formation of alcohol, have 
been announced as acts pro ly con- 
nected with the living p 8 of a 
little cellular plant, and subsequent 
researches ee confirmed these.

But to Ssnitteide the hhet of works at 
hand, explaining the nature of the 
yeast plant. Huxley’s Practical Bivl- 
ogy, 1875, contains a very clear state- 
ment of the matter. Sachs’ Botanik, 
1875, and the supplement in 1882, are 
the standard Botanies in Germany. 
DeBary’s Anatomie der Vegetations- 
organe, 1877, isa standard work by a 
man whose classification of the flower- 
less plants is generally accepted tle 
world over, Duchartre’s Elements de 
Botanique is one of the leading French 
Botanies. Duclaux’ Chimie Biologi- 
que, 1883, is the most exhaustive work 
on this subject.. Vines’ Physiology of 
Plants, 1886, is one of the latest. works 
on Botany. Finally a report of Koch’s 
address before the International Medi- 
cal Congress last summer is the latest 
work Ihave at hand on the subject. 
Something still later, and very much to 
the point, can be found in Dr, Prud- 
den’s article on Bacteria in the April 
Harper's, page 708. Dr. Prudden has 
charge of the Bacteriological depart- 
ment of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in New York, and besides 
being an active worker in this field, is 
considered the best posted man on this 
subject in America!” 

The latest editions of all the Ency- 
clopedias, including the Britaunica, 
Appleton’s, Johnson’s, Dodd, Mead & 
Co.’s International, the Century’s, and 
Chambers’, either’ under the article 
Yeast or Fermentation, describe clearly 
the vegetable nature of yeast as estab- 
lished by Pasteur. Also Webster’s and 
Stormouth’s new Dictionaries define 
yeast asa plant. Happening to meet 
Prof. Sedgwick, the Bacteriologist of 
the Massachusetts State Board of 
Health, this, week, I-asked him if he 
could refer me to any work deseribing 
the yeast germ as an animal. His 
reply was that he knew of no such 
work. 

It may be interesting to state in con- 
cluding this matter that Mrs. Jacobi, 
the writer of the Century article to 
which I referred two weeks ago, was 
born in‘London abput -fifty years ago, 
received part of her medical, education 
in ths country, and was the first wo- 
man ever admitted to the ‘Ecole de 
Medicin”, Paris, from which she grad- 
uated in 1871 taking second prize. She 


has since filled the chair of Materia 


Medica in one of the New York medi- 
cal colleges. Her husband is the emi- 
nent Prof. Jacobi of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons.

A very valuable book, published by 
the U. S.-Department of Agriculture 
on the diseases of the horse, has been 
shown us by Prof. 8. M. Downs, and 
the article on Shoeimg appeared so in- 
telligent and good that it was thought 
it might prove interesting to some of 
our readers. The book is now out ot 
print, but the demand for. it has been 
so great and is still so that another 
edition may be printed. Only a part of 
the ‘article appears in to-day’s paper, 
but the remainder will be presented in 
following issues: 


Although the subject discussed in the 
present chapter may not, strictly speak- 
ing, be entitled to a place in a category 
of the ailments to which horseflesh is 
heir, bad and indifferent shoeing are 
such. prolific sources of both disability 
and disease in the noblest of all our 
dumb animals, that no excuse is neces- 
sary in claiming for it equal attention 
at the hands of those interested. 

It has sometimes been asserted that 
the history of every horse is a record 
of human-endeavor to mar his utility. 
While the accuracy of such a sweeping 
assertion may fairly be called in ques- 
tion, there are undoubtedly respects in 
which the horse in domestication is 
very often thé victim of his owner’s 
ignorance, indiffcrence, or even mis- 
taken kindness, and in no particular is 
this more strikingly conspicuous than 
in the ordinary treatment of organs so 
vitally essential to his usefulness as his 
feét. No horseman questions the 
truth of the aphorism '‘‘no foot, no 
horse,’”’ and yet in no portion of that 
animal’s economy has he suffered so 
many wrongs, or as 4 natural conse- 


_quence.endured so much uncalled-for 


suffering; as in his feet, and to shoeing 
a very large portion of these evils is; 
beyond all doubt, Pisectly or ld 
referable. 

Unfortunately, under certain condi- 
tions, shoeing 18 an almostjunavoidable 
consequence of the horse’s domestica- 
tion, and, although we may have no 
wish %o uphold the traditional methods, 
we are driven to the conclusion that

American angen. has failed to de- 
velop | wnything better si stiited to the 
purpose. That the system of horse- 


shoeing as it obtains, even. most 
skilful hands, is meat neta 


chief to the foot, no one who is con- 


versant with the’ facts; will venture ‘0. 


deny. As a matter of physiological 
fitness the shoe and its mode of attach- 
ment are utterly indefensible. Each 


time a horse ig shod—every nail drivem, 


—means so much injury to the foot. 
The better the job the les’ that injury 
is; but there is no such thing as abso- 
lute immunity from an evil which must 
always exist in inverse ratio to the 
skill displayed in the execution of the 
work. We have, however, to deal with 
facts as we find them, and if we have, 
day after day, to impose upon r 
horses work of a nature which entails 
upon their feet more waste of horn 
than nature can replace during the or- 
dinary interval of rest, we are obliged 
to adopt a defense of some kind. It 
would be futile to inveigh against the 
form of protection in universal use, 
unless we are prepared with a substi- 
tute not open to the same or equally 
serious objections. 


There is, however, at least one very 
large and important class of horses to 
which shoes are by no means an habit- 
ual necessity, namely, our agricultural 
horses. The nature of their work, the 
pace at which they are required to per- 
form it, and the character of the 
greund over which they ordinarily 
move, all unite to render artificial pre- 
tection for their feet, save under ex- 
ceptional circumstances, altogether un- 
called for. When this is so, and when 
it is conceded that shoeing is, even 
under - the most favorable circum- 
stances, an evil (albeit in some cases a 
necessary one), a frequent cause of 
disease, and therefore a direct source 
of loss, itis a matter of deep regret 
that such a large majority of our farm 
horses, the very mainspring, of our 
agricultural existenge, should be need- 
lessly subjected to a mutilation which 
curtails the period of their natural effi- 
ciency and too often renders their life 
thus shortened one long-continued 
agony. For it must be borne in mind 
that our ordinary village blacksmith, 
of whose daily work horseshoeing forms 
but an insignificant and by no means 
either an easy or pleasant. part, is not 
always the: most compeleng of work- 
men. 


Without wishing to do injustice to 
our rural knights of the anvil, it 18 
nevertheless a lamentable truth that 
these votaries-of the buttress and draw- 
ing-knife, are all the world over, so 
wedded to a number of _ traditionary 
practices, so heinous, so irrational, so 
prejudicial to the interests alike of the 
horse and his owner, that one might 
well be excused for wondering whether 
their mission were not to mar instead 
of to protect the marvelously perfect 
handiwork of the Creator. Ignorant 
alike of the anatomy, physiology, and 
economic relations of the parts, they 
mutilate, they cut and carve as whim, 
prejudice, or time-honored. custom 
dictates. Disaster, it may be slowly, 
but surely, follows, and all too often 
the poor dumb creature’s suffering foots 
the bill. Let us glance in passing at 
some of these traditional practices. 


Foremost among them is the insane 
habit of trimming the frog and thin- 
ning out the sole till it visibly yield to 
the pressure of the operator’s thumbs. 
The frog is nature’s cushion and hoof- 
expander, placed there by an all-wise 
hand; by its elasticity it wards off con- 
cussion from the less elastic portions 
of the structure, and by its resilience 
assists in maintaining the natural ex- 
pansion of its horny ambit; that is to 
say, 1t does so in its natural state, but 
the drawing-knife’s touch is fatal todty 


Once cut and carved and deprived of 


pressure, those very acts cause it to 
shrink, dry, and harden, and at once 
lose those very altributes which consti- 
tute its usefulness to the foot. Robbed 
of its elasticity and resilience, it is in- 
capablé of discharging its allotted func- 
tions—both as a cushion and as an _€x- 
pander it is a dead failure; indeed it is 
worse, as in its altered character it is 
now a menace instead of a protection, 
a bane rather than a’boon to the foot 
that wears it. 


The destruction of this important 
factor having been thus provided for, 
the operator probably next turns his 
attention to the sole, which, by all tra- 
ditions of the craft, must be pared down’ 
until only a thin film of soft, partially 
formed horn is left to protect the living 
structures within against injury from 
the substances with which the foot nec- 
éssarily comes in contact.. Nor does 
the'mischief stop here. Thesole itself, 
or what is left.of it, consists now of 
soft, moist, -half-formed horn, which 
dries and shrinks on exposure to the 
air, and thereby entails a further and a 
still more serious injury on the foot.

crushed, deflected, and thei nutritive 
function impeded by an unnecessary: 
numer of nails; robbed by the rasp of 
its cortical Iayer of natural varnish, 
which retains the moisture secreted by 
the economy, the strong walls become 
desicated and weakened, and the foot 
is in a very sorry plight indeed. To 
some this picture may seem overdrawn, 
but it is nevertheless a matter of daily 
occurrence.

Boston, April 16.—The Boston police 
are somewhat stirred up by rumors of a 
surprising decision made by Judge Bishop 
at Dédham in connection with the habitual 
criminal act. 

* James Sargent, a hen thief, well known

Dr. F. B. Nofsinger, Kansas City’s 
postmaster, does not smoke very much, 
but he has nevertheless sent a number 
of greenbacks up in clouds during the 
past thirty years.
